Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-3, 7-12, 16-19, 23, 24, 28, 29, 33-38, 45, 46, 50, and 51 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Schwaar et al. US 6,430,476 discloses a method and device for controlling the movement 
of a support. 

Makino et al. US 6,668,202 discloses a position control system and velocity control 
system for a stage driving mechanism. 

But the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest a speed detecting means for 
detecting a rotational speed of the rotary work lifter; and a speed determining portion for 
outputting a signal of stopping the rotary work lifter to the drive source control portion when a 
speed of the rotary work lifter becomes equal to or smaller than a predetermined speed by speed 
information detected by the speed detecting means, as recited in claim 1, in combination with the 
remaining features and elements of the claimed invention.
